It is stated that ft few evenings since 


a conference was held in Chicago, at- 
tended by a number of leading Repub- 
lican politicians, to discuss the coming 
Presidential campaign. It was believed 
that McDonald, of Indiana, would be 
nominated by the Democrats.

CHICAOO.

building operations of this year, which 
have beentruly remarkable never having 
been exceeded, 
except in 1872, tho 


year succeeding the greut fire. Five 
thousand six hundred and thirty build' 
ing permits have been issued to a front- 
ago of ziew structures, lineal measnre, 
of fourteen miles. The total cosu o 
buildings erected on permits has been 
$17,500,000, giving the probable tota 
cost of buildings $25,000,000. Subur- 
ban towns show an equal growth auc 
building prosperity. The character ol 
the edifices 13 generally improved. 


An .Attachment Released. 


The attachment which last week was 


put on the Summers mine and mill in 
Patterson District, by Messrs. Bennett 
& Eeddy, for $17,000, balance of $20,- 
000 for legal services randered, was on 
Tuesday released, Dr. G. M. Stxmmers 
•deeding to plaintiffs one-fifth of the 
property to satisfy the claim. The mine 
and mill are now running regularly 
-again.

In the annual report of the Commis- 


sioner of Railroad's tot the fiscal year 
ended June 80, ,1882, the Commissioner 
says : 


As a rule the accounts of roads are 


kept in a thoroughly comprehensive 
and business-like manner. Members, of 
the Bureau made extensive trips this 
year to inspect the vast properties of the 
numerous bonded and land-grant rail- 
roads coming within its jurisdiction. 
Decidedly healthy improvement in con- 
struction, operation and business is man* 
ifested. Steel rails ara substituted for 
iron as rapidly as practicable, more ties 
to the mils and of superior quality, 
better fastenings and good ballast be- 
ing used. Bridges ani buildings are 
not only being repaired and renewed, 
but generally improved or replaced with 
better ones. Embankments and cnts 
are being widened, grades and curva- 
tures reduced, and general improve- 
ments made as far as practicable. The 
best locomotives are used and improved 
passenger and freight cars purchased or 
built. 


The nnprecedent construction of rail- 


roads the present year deserves very 
thoughtful consideration. The Pacific 
companies are rapidity extending their 
lines to secure the trade in rapidly de- 
veloping sections, or make through con- 
nections with important 
distributing 


points, which will ultimately be of great 
value to the main lines. The money 
applicable to the "repay of interest," 
five per cent, of the net earnings, and 
sinking fund and its requirements, de- 
rived from transportation receipts, will 
be $16,804,044. 
The total cash pay- 


ments to December 31, 1881, required 
from the companies, in addition to tho 
retention of the entire compensation for 
services, are: Central Pacific, $1,282,-

Tha sinking fund ac-

The Commissioner says: 


".This fund lias evidently not accom- 


plished tho result anticipated, and since 
April, 1881, may be regarded as having 
practically failed for want of suitable in- 
vestment. lu view of the low rate of 
interest returned from thu investments 
made by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
I deem it my duty to recommend that 
Sec. 3, Act of May 7, 1878, ba amended 
so as to authorize the Secretary of the 
Treasury to invest the sinking funds in 
first- mortgage bonds of the companies, 
or such bonds as have been issued to 
them by the United States, or in other 
good and sufficient securities, and con- 
vert the bonds now held by the United 
States in said sinking funds into money 
at market rates, aud invest the same in 
like securities. As many doubts have 
been 
expressed 
as to the ability 


of the 
Companies 
to 
meet 
their 


indebtedness at maturity, and as to the 
efficiency of the provisions for the sink- 
ing fnnd, I deem it proper to suggest 
whether it may not be profitable aud 
highly desirable, with the consent of 
the companies, to change the form of 
their indebtedness from a running boo'k 
account into settlement and actual de- 
livery of interest-bearing bonds for the 
amount found to be due on a conven- 
ient day, say July 1, 1883, at which 
time one-half of the interest Wiii have 
been paid by the United States; let the 
ascertained amount be divided into, say, 
one hundred semi-annual installments, 
each to be reoreseated by a redemption 
bond, oue payable each six months, 
with interest upon the whola tinpaid re- 
mainder of the debt, the lien to remain 
as it is." 


The report says: 
The adjustment of railroad rates is 


one of the most difficult and delicate 
questions of modern times, aud it is 
specially complicated in the United 
States, where every truuk line runs 
through several States, each independent 
within its own jurisdiction, and jealous 
of all interference by the General Gov- 
ernment. The enormous extont of this 
interest and tho rapidity of its growth, 
both in increase of mileage and tonnage, 
demands that its relation to the public 
shall be nuder some judicious legal con- 
trol. Hates and discriminations are uot 
entirely withiu the arbitrary determina- 
tion of the railroad companies. They 
are subject to competitions which they 
cannot control upon the ocean, upon 
the iakes and upon the rivers. The 
great lakes and rivers, so peculiarly ad- 
vantageously located as to trade, with 
their numerous far-reaching and widely- 
extended navigable tributaries, carry 
water competition into almost every 
portion of the country, with the effect 
of so reducing general rates that the 
United States enjoys the cheapest rail- 
road transportation in the world. As 
yet no just basis of general application 
for the adjustment of rates and discrim- 
inations has been found, and it is unde- 
niable that there are hardships, neither 
few nor small, arising from existing dis- 
criminations, often arbitrary imposed, 
which affect disastrously local trade at 
non-competing points. There is a grow- 
ing and clamorous demand among the 
people that railroad management shall 
be subjected to the restraints of law; 
nor is railroad management adverse to 
reasonable control. It has become a 
necessity that 'wars' of rates shall be 
controlled in the interests of the people 
and the roads. Such 'wars' unsettle, 
within 
their operation, 
commercial 


values, affording sudden and unreason- 
able profits to the few and entailing 
heavy losses upon the others. 


"The 
Railway Commissioners ap- 


pointed in twenty-one States," the re- 
port continues, "exercise a healthful 
influence over railroad management. 


But railroad transportation strictly con- 
fined within State jurisdiction is so lim- 
ited that it leaves the real difficulties 
unsolved and nearly unaffected. The 
power of Congress over the whole sub- 
ject can hardly be questioned. The Su- 
preme Court of Illinois concedes it, and 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States seem'to render it in- 
disputable. A commission is recom- 
mended to take into consideration the 
whole question, and report to Congress 
facts necessary for intelligent and effi- 
cient action upon the<subjeet." 


The Commissioner speaks of the un- 


necessary and dangerous dissimilarity of 
railway signals and recommends the 
adoption of a uniform system. A re- 
view in detail of the operations of the 
Pacific roads mentioned closes the re- 
port. The estimate of the expenses of 
tno railroad office the next fiscal year 
is $20,000.

A Splendid Collection of Oreo. 


At the office of H. H. Yerington, 


General Superintendent of the Virginia 
and Trnokea and Carson and Colorado 
Railroads, at Carson, is to be seen a rich 
and beautiful collection of samples of 
ore from mines situated in the mineral 
ranges bordering Owens Valley. The 
Enterprise says theao ore samples were 
collected by Mr. Yerington during a, re- 
cent trip through that country along the 
line t>f the Carson and Colorado road. 
There are specimens of silver, copper, 
argentiferous galena and free-gold ores. 
Many of the samples of copper are very 
beautiful, showing brilliant hues of blue, 
green, orange and burnt sienna. These 
are not only very rich in metal, bat also 
quite oruamdutal, making magnificent 
cabinet specimens. One of these fine 
samples of copper ore is from the 
Hirson mine near Independence, and 
another from the Unas mine, Bishop 
creek. From the Union mine, Cerra 
Gordo, there are specimens of argentif- 
erous galena that are solid masses oj 
of metal. This ore runs very high in 
silver. 
From the Farrington mine, 


near Bentou, are specimens of chloride 
ore which are rich. The ore of thia 
mine, now being worked at the Millner 
mill, Bentou, will pay $200 per ton 
From the Poleta and Sacramento mines 
—both very fine properties—there are 
specimens of quartz that show many 
bright spangles of free gold. In short, 
Mining men will be able to obtain a very 
good idea of the mines in the Owens 
Valley country by an examination o: 
this collection of ores. Many mines 
not mentioned above ara represented in 
the collection.

The Ills: Hllll at Darwin Burned. 


The big mill at Darwin, owned by the 


Inyo Consolidated Mining Company, 
was burned to the ground on the even- 
ing of the 19th. 
It is said the flee was 


caused by the explosion of a retort, 
This mill was by far the most importanl 
and pretentious structure in this county 
if uot in these two mining counties, 
says the Inyo Independent. It was 
erected in 1874-5, by the Surprise Val- 
ley Water, Mining and Milling Com- 
pany, which was led by Senator John 
P. Jones and Wm. M. Stewart. The 
Stedefelt furnace nloue cost $75,000, 
and the entire plant the sum of $385,- 


000, 
which came out of nearly $2,000,- 


000 expended by the company in buy- 
ing mines, great buildings, ronds anc 
general improvements. The works wera 
insured for $40,000. It cost ths pres- 
ent management $50,000. This is a dire 
misfortune for the owners, and another 
bad black eye for Inyo, any way it is 
put up. 
Developments will be awaitec 


with the keenest interest. 


The distribution of the wool grown in

000,000 pounds and California 11,000,- 
000 pounds. The nest States in the 
order of importance as wool-producers 
were Michigan with 12,000,000 pounds, 
New York with 9,000,000, Pennsylvania 
with 8,000,000, Missouri with 7,000,000. 
Texas produced in 1870 only 1,250,000 
pounds. 
The total wool products oi 


the nation in 18"80 was 155,000,000 
pounds, clipped from 35,000,000.000 
sheep. Texas is rapidly coming to the 
front. lu 1879 she had 2,000,000 sheep; 
in 1881 there were over 7,000,000. 
In 


1878 these were worth an average of $2 
per head. la 1882 the value is about 
$4 50 per head. In 1S80 the land upon 
which sheep grazed was worth from 
twenty-five to fifty cents per acre, 
In 


1882 it is held at from $1 to $3 per acre. 
A number of large California flocks 
have been driven over the mountains 
iuto Texas during the present year.

latereslliiv to Farmers Mil Stock- 


men in Nevada. 


John W. Boyntou has commenced a 


unit against A. A. Longley in the Dis- 
trict: Court" to recover $1,980, alleged 
damages done Boynton by defendant 
Longloy flowing or draining waste water 
from his land on to that of Boynton's. 
He also prays for a perpetual injunction 
restraining Lougley from flowing or 
draining water on his (plaintiff 'a) land 
at any time between the month of May 
and October in each year. The alleged 
damages are claimed on account of 
injuries suffered daring the years 1879, 
1880, 1881 and 1882. Mr. Boynton, it 
seems, had acquired a right and title to 
his land before Longley had construct- 
ed his ditch on laud higher and lying 
contiguous to that of Boynton, and dar- 
ing the irrigating season the waste water 
used for irrigating purposes by Longley 
finds its way to the hay laud of plaintiff. 
The case is very interesting to farmers, 
as there are hundreds of similar cases 
whoro the waste overflow from an irri- 
gating ditch, at certain seasons of the 
year, is a great annoyance to farmers 
owning land in low places.
